o f gu n fire, p o lice said. 
Au tho rities said an u n k n o wn 
n u mb er o f p erso n s en tered the 
ho me o f Pau l M. Co rb ett, 64 , 
ro u n ded u p all o ccu p an ts o f the 
man sio n , herded them in to the 
k itchen p an try an d o p en ed fire 
with .25 -an d .30-calib er weap ­ 
o n s. 
Killed in the attack were Co r­ 
b ett’s wife, Mario n , 57 ; Bar­ 
b ara S. Bo an d, 22, a dau ghter 
o f Mrs. Co rb el* b y a p rev io u s 
m arriage, an d Mrs. Co rb ett’s 
sister, Do ro thy Derry , 60. Co r­ 
b ett was tak en 
to a ho sp ital 
where he died o f his wo u n ds a 
sho rt time later. 
Po lice said ro b b ery was a 
p o ssib le mo tiv e in the slay in g 
b ecau se Co rb ett’s wallet was 
fo u n d emp ty o n a liv in g ro o m 
tab le an d ro o ms o n the seco n d 
flo o r o f the two -sto ry man sio n 


had b een ran sack ed. 
An tho n y Bo an d, Mrs. Co r­ 
b ett’s so n b y her p rev io u s m ar­ 
riage, to ld p o lice he had co me 
to the ho me with his wife to re­ 
tu rn a b o rrro wed car an d dis- 


co v ered the v ictims ly in g in a 
p o o l o f b lo o d. 
Co rb ett retired two y ears ago 
as p residen t o f Jo hn so n an d 
Higgin s o f Illin o is, In c., an in ­ 
su ran ce b ro k erage firm.

(AP) — Arthu r H. Bremer, 
characterized b y b o th p ro se­ 
cu tio n an d the defen se as men ­ 
tally ill, has b een fo u n d gu ilty 
o f wo u n din g 
Alab ama Go v . 
Geo rge C. Wallace an d three 
o ther p erso n s. 
He was sen ten ced to 63 y ears 
in p riso n in co n n ectio n with the 
o u tb u rst o f v io len ce at a Wal­ 
lace p o litical rally at a Lau rel, 
Md., sho p p in g cen ter May 15. 
Bremer was q u ick ly hu stled 
fro m the Prin ce Geo rges Co u n ­ 
ty co u rtro o m to the Mary lan d 
State Pen iten tiary in Baltimo re 
at the clo se o f his fiv e-day trial 
Friday . 
He still is u n der in dictmen t 
o n federal charges arisin g fro m 
the sho o tin g which left Wallace 
p artially p araly zed. 
Bremer will b e eligib le fo r 
p aro le o n the state charges in 
Feb ru ary 1988, after he has 
serv ed o n e fo u rth o f his sen ­ 
ten ce. 
The ju ry o f six men an d six 


wo men sp en t o n ly 1V2 ho u rs, in ­ 
clu din g 4 5 min u tes fo r lu n ch, to 
fin d that the state had p ro v ed 
that while Bremer was emo ­ 
tio n ally ill, he was n o t in san e 
u n der Mary lan d law.

Sin ce 1961 the Illin o is Dep art­ 
men t o f Pu b lic Health has had a 
p ro gram to co mb at PKU, b u t 
n o t u n til 1965 did the state Leg­ 
islatu re mak e it man dato ry 
that all children b e tested fo r 
the disease.

Credibility is key issue: Ogilvie

A b ig, hap p y cro wd, the largest said to 
ev er atten d a din n er in Emerald Hill Co u n try 
Clu b , welco med Go v . Richard B. Ogilv ie Fri­ 
day n ight an d he resp o n ded with a fightin g 
sp eech in which he said the “k ey issu e o f this 
camp aign is the credib ility gap o f what Dan ­ 
iel Walk er, my o p p o n en t, say s in Chicago an d 
in Do wn state.” 
The $l0-a-p late din n er climax ed a b u sy 
day fo r the go v ern o r in Whiteside Co u n ty , al­ 
tho u gh b ecau se o f the way the co u n ty lin e di­ 
sects the Emerald Hill b u ildin g, when Go v . 
Ogilv ie sp o k e he was stan din g in Lee Co u n ty . 
An estimated 57 0 well-wishers cheered the 
go v ern o r as he warn ed again st o v erco n fi­ 
den ce in facin g the No v emb er electio n s; de­ 
scrib ed the activ ities o f the Demo crats as “a 
circu s,” an d p ro mised a to u gh camp aign . 
The go v ern o r co mp ared what he called 
rheto ric o f the Demo crats to “ Rep u b lican ac­ 
tio n ," as he hit Walk er fo r n o t stan din g b y his 
statemen ts. 
Go v . Ogilv ie said Walk er calls fo r tax re­ 
lief b u t n o ted he did n o t sp eak o u t when the 
Gen eral Assemb ly was co n siderin g a two - 
y ear freeze o n real estate tax es. 
The go v ern o r, a fo rmer sheriff o f Co o k 
Co u n ty who fav o rs the “sto p an d frisk ” law 
which p ermits a p o liceman to determin e if an 
in div idu al is armed whether o r n o t he is 
o v ertly b reak in g a law, say s Walk er talk s 
ab o u t do in g away with this when he is in Chi­ 
cago an d when Do wn state he say s he do es n o t 
wan t to get rid o f it. 
Claimin g the credib ility gap o f W alk er’s 
statemen ts determin ed where he sp eak s is as 
wide as the Gran d Can y o n , Go v . Ogilv ie re ­ 
called Walk er an n o u n ced he co u ld cu t $500 
millio n fro m the adm in istratio n ’s p ro p o sed 
b u dget, b u t when a legislativ e co mmissio n in ­ 
v ited him to Sp rin gfield to discu ss his ideas, 
Walk er declin ed assertin g he did n o t hav e 
do cu m en tary ev iden ce to su p p o rt his 
charges. 
“If he didn ’t hav e en o u gh p ro o f to b ack u p 
his claim s,” the go v ern o r rheto rically ask ed, 
“why did he claim he co u ld cu t the b u dget b y 
half a millio n do llars?” 
Ogilv ie charged that in Chicago Walk er 
say s he is again st earm ark ed fu n ds, su ch as 
mo to r fu el tax ,an d su ggests this mo n ey b e di­ 
v erted to men tal health o r to edu catio n , b u t 
declared when the Demo cratic can didate is 
sp eak in g Do wn state, he claims he wan ts to 
k eep sp ecial fu n ds fo r their in ten ded u se. 
“My o p p o n en t say s he fav o rs n o mo re 
tax es b u t has p ledged mo re aid to scho o ls. 
“When effo rts were made to cu t $250 mil- 


lio n fro m my b u dget, which will n o t in crease 
tax es b u t will u p aid to scho o ls an d which was 
su p p o rted b y ev ery Chicago Demo crat in the 
Ho u se, Walk er was n o t heard fro m . 
“He has n o t y et activ ely sided with an y o n e 
again st the Daley Machin e which he say s he 
o p p o ses. 
“Where was Walk er when the fo rces o f Al­ 
derman Sin ger were co n ten din g with tho se o f 
May o r Daley at M iami?” ask ed the go v ern o r 
Ogilv ie su ggested these actio n s o n the p art 
o f Walk er all in dicate he is gu ilty o f a rheto ric 
which is n o t b ack ed u p b y actio n . 
On the reco rd side, Ogilv ie recalled that 
fro m the same p o diu m at Emerald Hill he had 
p ro mised as a can didate that if elected the 
East-West To llway wo u ld b e ex ten ded if at all 
feasib le. The ev iden ce p ro v es a p ro mise was 
k ep t, he asserted. 
He rev iewed ro ad imp ro v emen t p ro grams 
in No rthwest 
Illin o is an d sp ecifically in 
Whiteside Co u n ty , where he said sev en times 
mo re has b een sp en t in the 
y ears he has 
b een in o ffice than du rin g the p rev io u s Demo ­ 
cratic admin istratio n s. 
The go v ern o r asserted, “ Illin o is farmers 
are the heav iest tax ed in all the Midwest, b u t 
relief will co me to them when ex emp tio n s are 
gran ted fo r their eq u ip men t, grain , feed an d 
in v en to ries.” 
He n o ted the tax relief which his admin is­ 
tratio n has b ro u ght to sen io r citizen s, b y tak ­ 
in g as an ex amp le a co u p le who se in co me is 
$5.500 an n u ally , who liv e in a ho me assessed 
at $20,000. They will p ay $5 in state in co me tax 
an d their real estate tax will b e $202 less than 
it wo u ld b e if they were n o t in the sen io r citi­ 
zen catego ry . 
Go v . Ogilv ie co mp lain ed “ Peo p le remem­ 
b er I p u shed the state in co me tax , b u t they o f­ 
ten fo rget the tax relief we hav e sp o n so red. 
“Pro p erty tax rates wo u ld b e fro m 25 to 50 
p ercen t higher in p laces thro u gho u t this state 
if it were n o t fo r the in co me tax ,” declared 
the state's chief ex ecu tiv e. 
Again , o rien ted to Whiteside Co u n ty , the 
go v ern o r said the Ro ck wo o d Park he dedicat­ 
ed earlier Friday wo u ld n o t b e a reality had 
n o t it b een fo r the in co me tax , “the mo n ey 
simp ly wo u ld n o t hav e b een av ailab le,” Ogil­ 
v ie said. 
He rep o rted du rin g his admin istratio n aid 
to Whiteside Co u n ty scho o ls had in creased 85 
p er cen t; that scho larship had 
b een in creased 
b y 195 p er cen t, an d that Sau k Valley Co llege 
receiv ed $560,000 in state aid last y ear. 
Go v . Ogilv ie co n clu ded “ I hav e a reco rd o f 
achiev emen t I am p ro u d to ru n o n , an d I am 
go in g to win in No v emb er.”

Ju dge Po wers also gav e Bre­ 
mer 10 y ears sen ten ces o n as­ 
sau lt charges 
in v o lv in g the 
three o ther p erso n s wo u n ded. 
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Man y amo n g the cu rren t breed o f 
scho o l critics an d refo rmers o f ed u ­ 
catio n wo u ld p ro bably say “Right 
o n ! ” to James A. Garfield ’s id ea o f a 
u n iv ersity , co n tain ed in a tribu te to 
o n e o f his teachers: 
“Giv e me a lo g hu t, with o n ly a 
simp le ben ch, Mark Ho p k in s o n o n e 
en d an d I o n the o ther, an d y o u may 
hav e all the bu ild in gs, ap p aratu s 
an d libraries witho u t him.” 
On e o f the best-k n o wn critics, 
Jo hn Ho lt, p o in ts o u t in a co mmen t 
in Psy cho lo gy To d ay magazin e that 
“the wo rd ‘teach’ can mean man y 
thin gs.

“Bu t if by ‘teachin g’ we mean d e­ 
cid in g fo r so meo n e else what it will 
be go o d fo r him to learn , an d then 
arran gin g that learn in g in to a se­ 
q u en ce o f task s which we imp o se o n 
him, su ch ‘teachin g’ is witho u t ex ­ 
cep tio n the en emy , p rev en ter an d 


d estro y er o f learn in g. ’ ’ 
Thu s co n sign ed to o n e o f the o u ter 
circles o f hell by this ty p ically ex ­ 
treme “an ti-establishmen t” state­ 
men t is ev ery teacher who ev er d i­ 
v id ed a su bject in to a seq u en ce o f 
learn in g task s that he imp o sed o n 
his stu d en ts. 
Co n sign ed to irrelev an cy is ev ery 
teacher who , bein g o ld er an d mo re 
ex p erien ced than n is stu d en ts, n o t 
o n ly k n o ws what his stu d en ts d o n ’t 
k n o w bu t thin k s he k n o ws what it 
wo u ld be go o d fo r them to k n o w. 
In d eed , co n sign ed to irrelev an cy 
wo u ld be all o f hu man histo ry if a 
stu d en t d ecid ed he “d id n ’t wan t to 
learn ” abo u t it. 
Bu t then , acco rd in g to en gin eer 
an d p hilo so p her R. Bu ck min ster 
Fu ller, in an o ther ty p ically ex treme 
statemen t, “The p ast is irrelev an t to 
the p resen t.” 
Fu ller is a so rt o f latter-d ay Mark 
Ho p k in s, u p o n who se ben ch it is cu r­ 
ren tly fashio n able to sit. Bu t if he 
literally mean s what he say s by this 
statemen t, he is gu ilty o f fo istin g 
p ern icio u s n o n sen se o n his u n su s­ 
p ectin g y o u n g ad mirers. 
If he mean s so methin g else, if he 
mean s that n ew p ro blems d eman d 
n ew so lu tio n s, then Abraham Lin ­ 
co ln said it better: “The d o gmas o f 
the q u iet p ast are in ad eq u ate to the 
sto rmy p resen t.” 
Lin co ln , o f co u rse, was fo rtu n ate 
en o u gh to escap e the stu ltify in g in ­ 
flu en ce o f n o rmal scho o lin g, with all 
its imp o sed seq u en ces o f learn in g 
task s. 
On e wo n d ers ho w the critics, who 
d escribe scho o ls as p riso n s an d

Tho se o f y o u who hav e been 
thin k in g abo u t tak in g u p a co llectio n 
fo r Wilt Chamberlain can relax . 
Chamberlain , as y o u ’ll recall, is 
the Lo s An geles Lak ers’ 7-1 cen ter 
who has been scrap in g alo n g o n a 
salary o f a mere $2 5 0,000 a y ear, 
which is barely en o u gh to k eep a 
man his size in T-shirts let alo n e the 
timber wo lf fu r he n eed s to carp et 
his $1.5 millio n p erso n al castle. 
Bu t n o w, than k s to the recen t 
Co st o f Liv in g Co u n cil ru lin g that 
ex emp ts p ro fessio n al athletes fro m 
the wage freeze, Chamberlain has 
to ld the Lak ers he thin k s his mu lti­ 
y ear $2 5 0,000 co n tract o u ght to be 
mo re gen ero u s. This came n o t lo n g 
after the Lak ers’ Jerry West sign ed 
a two -y ear co n tract at $300,000 a 
y ear. 
No bo d y sho u ld be su rp rised if 
Chamberlain gets his raise. (After 
all, he was o n ce d escribed as “may ­ 
be the best all-aro u n d athlete in the 
wo rld ” by n o less an au tho rity than 
Wilt Chamberlain . ” ) 
There are tho se, ho wev er, who 
may wo n d er why it is that Chamber- 
lain sho u ld be p ermitted a raise o f, 
say , $5 0,000 a y ear, when the av er­ 
age wo rk in g p erso n may well be re­ 
fu sed a bo o st o f $2 5 0 a y ear. 
The Co st o f Liv in g Co u n cil said 
that restrictin g athletes’ wages 
wo u ld hav e in v o lv ed to o co mp lex a 


sy stem o f acco u n tin g, that the ath­ 
letes hav e su ch a sho rt earn in g life 
that freezin g their wages n o w wo u ld 
be u n fair an d that the eco n o mic im­ 
p act o f ex emp tin g them fro m co n ­ 
tro ls wo u ld o n ly be a trifle, an y ho w. 
The an swer to the first argu men t 
is easy : It is the Co u n cil’s bu sin ess 
to figu re o u t a way to p o lice wage in ­ 
creases an d it seems u n lik ely that it 
co u ld n o t hav e wo rk ed o u t a reaso n ­ 
ably eq u itable p lan if it had tried . 
Seco n d ly , 
ev ery o n e 
has 
a 
relativ ely sho rt earn in g life. Giv en 
the p ro gressiv e in co me tax an d the 
fact that mo st athletes mak e u ltra­ 
co mfo rtable liv in gs in the first 
p lace, it is p ro bable that the ex tra 
$10,000 o r $2 5 ,000 o r $5 0,000 they may 
receiv e d o es n o t mean an y mo re to 
them than that $250 might to a less 
p ro sp ero u s emp lo y e. 
Fin ally , the eco n o mic imp act o f 
co n tro llin g athletes’ wages wo u ld be 
far less imp o rtan t than the sy mbo lic 
o n e. Raisin g the wages o f wo rk ers in 
an y in d u stry , ex cep t p erhap s the 
gian t o n es lik e the tru ck in g an d au to 
in d u stries, wo u ld hav e a relativ ely 
in sign ifican t effect o n the eco n o my . 
Bu t if athletes can hav e u n limited 
raise, why n o t teachers o r mechan ­ 
ics o r p o stmen o r secretaries? 
The Co st o f Liv in g Co u n cil’s ru l­ 
in g was u n fair. It sho u ld be re­ 
scin d ed .

Some thoughts on Mc Gov e rn, Ea gle ton

It has been this co lu mn ist’s co n ­ 
ten tio n that Sen . Geo rge McGo v ern 
is n o t a man o f in tegrity , that u n d er 
a man u factu red ex terio r o f fran k ­ 
n ess an d ho n o r, there is an in terio r 
as calcu latin g an d d ev io u s as an y in 
p o litics to d ay . If these are harsh 
wo rd s, the Eagleto n affair has 
p ro v ed them fu lly . This was tru e 
fro m the v erv start. 
Hav in g been fo rced by circu m­ 
stan ces to mak e p u blic what he had 
k n o w fo r so me d ay s—that Sen . 
Tho mas Eagleto n , his ru n n in g mate, 
had su ffered three bo u ts o f serio u s 
men tal illn ess—he blan d ly to ld the 
p ress that the an n o u n cemen t was “a 
samp le o f the o p en n ess an d can d o r” 
o f his camp aign —which iro n ically it 
was. 
At that p o in t, a man o f p rin cip le 
an d firmn ess wo u ld hav e said flat­ 
ly —an d mean t it—“Eagleto n stay s 
in ! ” an d u sed the o ccasio n fo r a p lea 
to the co u n try to u n d erstan d that 
p ast men tal p ro blems sho u ld n o t be 
co n sid ered a stigma. Or he sho u ld 
hav e said with eq u al emp hasis, 
“Eagleto n is o u t becau se he co n ­ 
cealed the facts fro m me.” In that 


first crisis, he seemed to be stan d in g 
behin d Eagleto n , assertin g that he 
was “ 1,000 p er cen t” fo r him. 
Bu t fro m there, he shifted to what 
a Washin gto n Po st rep o rter has n o w 
d escribed as the McGo v ern metho d : 
“Hin t at y o u r in ten tio n s, bu t d o n ’t 
state them d irectly . Retreat, mo v e 
fo rward . Shav e the an gle o f y o u r 
wo rd s. Keep y o u r o bjectiv e su ffi­ 
cien tly flex ible so that, if y o u mu st,- 
y o u can alway s chan ge.” An d in 
ap p ly in g that metho d , McGo v ern 
was gu ilty o f sho ck in g cru elty to Ea­ 
gleto n , who was allo wed to believ e 
that he had weathered the crisis. 
The chro n o lo gy o f what fo llo wed 
tells the sto ry . 
There is n o d o u bt that, at the 
time, McGo v ern believ ed that by 
mak in g what seemed lik e the lo y al 
an d gen ero u s statemen t, he wo u ld 
d e-fu se the co n tro v ersy . Then the 
p ressu re began to bu ild , an d it came 
bo th fro m lead in g Demo crats an d 
his staff. The staff d id n o t lik e Ea­ 
gleto n an d the p arty was wo rried . 
When the New Yo rk Times, the 
Washin gto n Po st, the Lo s An geles 
Times, an d o ther imp o rtan t n ewsp a­ 
p ers began to clamo r fo r Eagleto n ’s

Geo rge McGo v ern ’s field fo rces are 
p u ttin g o u t a hu ge effo rt in Illin o is, 
bu t Rep u blican s are mo re o p timistic 
abo u t win n in g it han d ily this fall 
than at an y time sin ce the Eisen ­ 
ho wer d ay s. 
At stak e, o f co u rse, are 26 elec­ 
to ral v o tes. Presid en t Nix o n wo n 
them in 1968 by a margin o f 135 ,000 
p o p u lar v o tes. Illin o is has n o t been 
o n the lo sin g sid e in a n atio n al elec­ 
tio n sin ce 1916. 
McGo v ern mad e su re o f gettin g 
atten tio n fo r his Illin o is en d eav o rs 
when he cho se as his state man ager 
a n o w-celebrated 2 6-y ear-o ld Nebra­ 
sk a farm bo y , Gen e Po k o rn y . 
This so ft-sp o k en y o u n g man is 
wid ely accep ted as the o rgan izaio n - 
al mastermin d who shap ed McGo v ­ 
ern ’s watershed v icto ry in the Wis­ 
co n sin p rimary this Ap ril. Po k o rn y 
bears the “n ew p o litics” label. Bu t 
he really thin k s o f himself as o n e 
who basically ju st tries to p ractice 
the o ld p o litics well. 
In an in terv iew (o n e o f a d o zen o r 
mo re fro m his first few d ay s o n the 
jo b in Chicago ), he said : 
“It’s a v ery simp le p ro cess. 
There’s n o thin g fan cy abo u t it.” 
The “p ro cess” he o u tlin es is in ­ 
d eed o ld -fashio n ed . It starts with 
p lan tin g sto re-fro n t o ffices (p erhap s 
150 in Illin o is). Then fo llo ws a heav y 
v o ter registratio n effo rt, the id en ti­ 
fy in g o f McGo v ern v o ters, the at­ 
temp t to win fen ce-sitters, an d the 
bu sin ess o f gettin g them to the p o lls 
o n electio n d ay . 
Po k o rn y an d his aid es hav e to re­ 
fin e their lists y et, bu t he thin k s he 
may hav e 2 5 ,000 o r mo re v o lu n teers 
to d o these jo bs. 
He’s go in g to mak e an ex trao rd i­ 
n ary effo rt in d o wn state areas an d in 
the bu rgeo n in g Chicago su bu rbs, 
where Demo crats u su ally hav e n o t 
d o n e mu ch o rgan izin g. The ju d g­ 


men t is that the su bu rbs p articu larly 
may be a swin g zo n e where a go o d 
sho win g is v ital to an y ho p es o f v ic­ 
to ry . 
The v alu e o f this territo ry wo u ld 
be u n d ersco red if there were an y 
fall-o ff in the u su ally large Demo ­ 
cratic margin in May o r Richard 
Daley ’s Chicago . Daley has giv en 
his go o d -so ld ier en d o rsemen t o f the 
McGo v ern tick et. Bu t d o u bts co n tin ­ 
u e as to ho w fu ll-hearted his o rgan i­ 
zatio n ’s city effo rt will be, an d ho w 
effectiv e Po k o rn y ’s y o u n g stalwarts 
can be if they hav e to try to mak e u p 
fo r n o n co o p eratio n by so me o f 
Daley ’s men at the p recin ct lev el. 
As if the Daley matter were n o t 
en o u gh, Po k o rn y will fin d Illin o is 
Rep u blican s mo re ho p p ed u p fo r 
Nix o n than in 1960 o r 1968. 
The GOP Illin o is man agers I 
talk ed to wo n ’t u se figu res, bu t they 
in sist they ’re mo u n tin g a p retty siz­ 
able o rgan izatio n al fo rce o f their 
o wn . On e to p figu re said it was the 
biggest in his memo ry . 
These p eo p le aren ’t at all co m­ 
p lacen t. Yet they feel Po k o rn y an d 
his co u n terp arts in the McGo v ern 
setu p mad e their sp rin g p rimary 
sco res in at least p artial v acu u ms in 
state after state. They thin k the 
y o u n g man is go in g to get so methin g 
o f a sho ck when he en co u n ters the 
o ffsettin g p o litical fo rce they say 
they are gen eratin g. 
To ld o f Po k o rn y ’s eager p lan s fo r 
the su bu rbs, o n e GOP lead er said : 
“It’s n o t go in g to wo rk o u t q u ite 
that way .” 
The lead er tho u ght a mo men t an d 
ad d ed : 
“We’v e go t a v ery healthy situ a- 
io n fo r Nix o n in Illin o is. Ou r p eo p le 
are fired u p . Their sp irit is better 
an d they hav e greater zeal than 
ev er. They ’re tired o f seein g Nix o n 
get beat o v er the head .” 
Illin o is is big leagu e. We’ll so o n 
see if Po k o rn y ,$an p lay there. 


resign atio n , McGo v ern chan ged his 
min d . 
Bu t he n ev er bo thered to tell Ea­ 
gleto n . In fact, he co n tin u ed to reas­ 
su re the Vice Presid en tial n o min ee 
that he was still behin d him. McGo v ­ 
ern ’s strategy was to en co u rage o p ­ 
p o sitio n so that Eagleto n wo u ld step 
d o wn witho u t bein g o p en ly p u shed . 
This wo u ld sp are him the embar­ 
rassmen t o f a d o u ble-cro ss an d still 
achiev e his p u rp o se—Eagleto n ’s 
withd rawal. Un fo rtu n ately , Eagle­ 
to n d id n o t tak e the hin t. He believ ed 
that he n eed ed o n ly o n e man behin d 
him—McGo v ern —an d he was su re 
he had this back in g. 
So McGo v ern embark ed o n a n ew 
co u rse o f actio n . Thro u gh his staff at 
first, an d then d irectly , he began 
tellin g the p ress that the d ecisio n 
wo u ld hav e to be Eagleto n ’s tho u gh 
he, McGo v ern , was hav in g serio u s 
d o u bts abo u t retain in g him o n the 
tick et. This chan ged to a flat state­ 
men t, n o t fo r p u blicatio n , that Ea­ 
gleto n was o u t. 
Bu t the mo st d ep ressin g asp ect o f 
the sto ry was McGo v ern ’s statemen t 
to the p ress after he had fo rced Ea­ 
gleto n ’s withd rawal, which he called 


a “jo in t d ecisio n .” He was “fu lly 
satisfied ” that Eagleto n ’s “health is 
ex cellen t” o n the basis o f what Ea­ 
gleto n ’s d o cto rs had to ld him. He 
still believ ed in Eagleto n ’s “talen t” 
an d “ability .” 
Bu t if Eagleto n ’s health is ex cel­ 
len t an d his abilities great, why d ro p 
him? Becau se Eagleto n ’s health had 
“d o min ated the p o litical d ialo gu e in 
this co u n try sin ce the co n v en tio n ,” 
said McGo v ern . He was co n fessin g, 
in effect, that p o litical ambitio n an d 
o u tsid e p ressu re had bo o ted in tegri­ 
ty , lo y alty , an d p rin cip le o u t the 
win d o w—an d co n tribu ted to the 
blightin g o f o n e man ’s life. 


The co u n try will sy mp athize with 
Eagleto n an d feel that he go t a raw 
d eal. Bu t what will it say o f the 
Demo cratic Presid en tial can d id ate. 
Two p ro -McGo v ern co lu mn ists said 
it o n the same d ay in the Washign to n 
Po st: McGo v ern is n o t fit to go v ern . 
Harsh wo rd s. Bu t hav in g wrap p ed 
himself in the clo ak o f p iety , has Mc­ 
Go v ern an y cau se fo r co mp lain t 
when his su p p o rters rip it o ff him?

In d ip lo matic circles, there was 
in cred u lity an d wild su rmise when 
Presid en t An war Sad at o f Egy p t an ­ 
n o u n ced that he was ex p ellin g the 
So v iet military “ad v isers” an d tak ­ 
in g o v er So v iet missile in stallatio n s 
p ro tectin g Cairo an d the Aswan 
Dam. The first ex p lan atio n , that Sa­ 
d at had acted becau se the Kremlin 
wo u ld n o t giv e him o ffen siv e weap ­ 
o n s an d wo u ld n o t “u n leash” Egy p t 
to fight a n ew war with Israel, was 
hard ly co n v in cin g. Fo r witho u t the 
So v iets, Egy p t can n o t ev en d efen d 
itself ad eq u ately . 
There were o ther ex p lan atio n s 
which mad e mo re sen se. Sad at, it 
was said , had resp o n d ed to “n atio n ­ 
alist” p ressu res fro m the army an d 
fro m p o litician s who saw Egy p t’s 
freed o m o f actio n —ev en its in d e­ 
p en d en ce-bein g whittled away by 
the So v iet p resen ce. It was k n o wn , 
mo reo v er, that relatio n s between 
So v iet military p erso n n el an d the 
Egy p tian o fficer co rp s had su n k to a 
v ery d eep lo w. So v iet o fficers treat­ 
ed their Egy p tian co u n terp arts with 
co n temp t an d this situ atio n was rap ­ 
id ly beco min g in to lerable. 


Bu t there was an o ther, an d far 
mo re sign ifican t, reaso n fo r Sad at’s 
abru p t mo v e. Fo r the So v iet “co lo ­ 
n y ” in Egy p t—ro u ghly 15 ,000 men o r 
less—was d o in g mu ch mo re than 
train in g the Egy p tian army , man ­ 
n in g the SAM missiles, an d p ilo tin g 
MiG-2 3s. It had tak en u p the u su al 
So v iet task o f su bv ertin g the 
Egy p tian go v ern men t an d the 
Egy p tian army , n o t merely by q u iet 
p ro p agan d a bu t by o rgan izin g the 
y o u n g cad res o f the army in to Co m­ 
mu n ist u n its. The Red cells in the 
army had alread y begu n to issu e 
man ifesto es an d was d emo n stratin g 
again st the Sad at regime. 
There were p ressu res o n Sad at, 
an d they co u ld be called “n atio n al­ 
ist.” Bu t they were d irected n o t at 
an y v agu e co n cep t o f Egy p tian ism 
bu t at the su bv ersio n an d in filtratio n 
bein g sp o n so red by the So v iet p er­ 
so n n el. These p ressu res, mo reo v er, 
came n o t o n ly fro m the army bu t 
fro m man y imp o rtan t families 
which saw their so n s beco min g 
Co mmu n ists. It also came fro m reli­ 


gio u s lead ers who hav e alway s o p ­ 
p o sed co mmu n ism an d hav e been 
u n co mfo rtable in the So v iet p res­ 
en ce. 
They wan ted the So v iets o u t—o r 
at least o u t o f su ch areas where they 
had d irect co n tact with Egy p tian s. 
The So v iet n av al base at Mersa Ma- 
tru h has been , in reality , an en clav e 
in Egy p t, a little bit o f Ru ssia o n the 
Med iterran ean , an d this co u ld be 
to lerated altho u gh it sho u ld hav e o f­ 
fen d ed the n atio n alist sp irit. Bu t the 
ad v isers were so methin g else again , 
wo rk in g 
d irectly 
with 
y o u n g 
Egy p tian s an d n o u rishin g their o p ­ 
p o sitio n to an y n o n -Co mmu n ist go v ­ 
ern men t in Cairo . 
Sad at had alread y cleared o u t 
p ro -So v iet in flu en ce in the to p lev els 
o f his go v ern men t. Bu t he k n ew that 
if p art o f his army became d isaffect­ 
ed , an d if y o u n g Co mmu n ists were 
bo rin g fro m within an d sp iralin g u p 
fro m the lo wer echelo n s, he co u ld 
fin d himself the p riso n er o f the 
Kremlin —if, in fact, he co u ld fin d 
himself at all in the Egy p tian go v ­ 
ern men t. He k n ew, mo reo v er, that 
tho u gh k n o wled ge o f the situ atio n 
co u ld be su p p ressed by his co n ­ 
tro lled p ress, o ther Arab lead ers 
were aware o f it an d felt a d eep u n ­ 
easin ess o v er the p o ssibility that the 
majo r Arab state might go Co mmu ­ 
n ist. 
A Co mmu n ist Egy p t wo u ld threat­ 
en the ex isten ce o f ev ery Arab lead ­ 
er, ev ery Arab ru ler, p lu n gin g their 
co u n tries in to a cau ld ro n o f in tern al 
d iso rd er an d gu errilla attack . Ttiese 
wo rries o f Arabs in o ther co u n tries 
had alread y begu n to wither Egy p t’s 
p reemin en ce in the Arab wo rld . If 
the o il-rich Arab states—Sau d i Ara­ 
bia—in the lead , tu rn ed away fro m 
Egy p t, the mu lti-millio n d o llar su b­ 
sid y which they p ro v id e might be cu t 
o ff—an d Egy p t wo u ld go ban k ru p t. 
It was this, mo re than an y n atio n ­ 
alist p resu mp tio n s, which led Sad at 
to bid the So v iet p resen ce a cu rt 
go o d by e. Bu t to ack n o wled ge the 
real reaso n s wo u ld hav e been a co n ­ 
fessio n o f weak n ess that he co u ld n o t 
affo rd , hen ce the “ex p lan atio n s” he 
o ffered the wo rld .

W hen the Senate 


m et in D ixon 


Sixty-seven years ago, during 
June, 1905, the Illinois State 
Senate held a brief but interest­ 
ing adjourned session in and 
around the community of Dix­ 
on. This meeting was not billed 
as a political gathering, but, 
rather, as a means of relaxa­ 
tion for those distinguished 
members of the state legisla­ 
ture’s highest elected body. 
Host for the gathering was 
Senator Charles H. Hughes, 
who had, at that time, just pur­ 
chased the estate of Hazelwood 
where he had lived as a renter 
for the previous two years. 
Hughes, born in Berwick, Pa., 
in 1846, had come to Dixon in 
1892. Prior to that year, he had 
lived in Palmyra Township 
where he had been county su­ 
pervisor and had been elected 
Lee County Treasurer in 1886. 
After moving to Dixon, 
Hughes served as Mayor of the 
city from 1895 to 1900 when he 
was chosen as the area’s State 
Representative. He ran for and 
was elected to the State Senate 
from the 35th District in 1902 
and was to be re-elected again 
in 1906. 
The 
Evening 
Telegraph 
newspaper assigned a reporter 
to the unusual event and, there­ 
fore, extended to its reading 
public the most complete cov­ 
erage of the outing that was 
possible. They noted, “With this 
group of men, politics would be 
an unwelcome visitor, they will 
not tolerate its presence one 
♦ minute.” 
The paper further noted, 
“The distinguished statesmen 
will spend most of the time 
lounging about on the grass be­ 
neath the stately trees, and 
swinging in the comfortable 
hammocks, exchanging politi­ 
cal stories and relating old 
times in their boyhood days. ” 
Since this visit to the city was 
such an unprecedented affair, 
with both Illinois Gov. Charles 
S. Deneen and Lt. Gov. Law­ 
rence Y. Sherman invited (but 
with neither of them attend­ 
ing), local people were urged to 
decorate their homes and busi­ 
ness places. They were asked to 
fly both the American and Illi­ 
nois flags, and “to see that the 
Governor’s picture is conspicu­ 
ously displayed.” 
On the morning of the Sen­ 
ate’s arrival in Dixon, June 19, 
1905, a special decorated inter- 
urban streetcar was dispatched 
to the Northwestern Railroad 
Depot to meet the guests. Ar­ 
riving from Chicago in a special 
car, 24 of the Senate’s 51 mem­ 
bers in addition to several 
friends and newspaper report­ 
ers, were met 
by Senator 
Hughes and local officials. The 
remaining visitors to the city 
arrived throughout the day by 
other means of transportation. 
The special car of the Ster­ 
ling, Dixon and Eastern Elec­ 
tric Railway line traveled slow­ 
ly through Dixon to the Assem­ 
bly Park boat dock on the north 
side of the river. Here the State 
Senators and their guests 
boarded the river steam er 
“City of Dixon” and “were giv­ 
en a delightful ride up the ‘Hud* 


son of the West’ to Hazelwood, 
the wonderful estate of our own 
Senator Hughes.” 
The weather proved to be 
perfect and Hazelwood was not­ 
ed to be at the height of its 
beauty for this first-time meet­ 
ing of the Senate in Dixon. 
Three large sleeping tents with 
suitable cots within had been 
erected near the old log cabin 
on the grounds of the estate and 
a large dinning tent placed near 
them. Behind this food tent was 
located a barbecue pit were 
“the main meal of the evening 
had been roasting all the day.” 
The visiting Senators spent 
the afternoon of their first day 
along the banks of the Rock 
River “wandering over the 
beautiful grounds of Hazel­ 
wood.” After dinner, the Senate 
members enjoyed a campfire 
and “sang songs until they re­ 
tired at 11 p.m.” 
The Telegraph next reported, 
“After a hearty breakfast, all 
took a steamer ride to Grand 
Detour during which all were 
delighted by the continuous 
beauty of the 
Rock River 
scenery.” 
The afternoon was spent vis­ 
iting the Lee County Court 
House in Dixon and enjoying a 
ride to Gap Grove, Prairieville 
and Sterling on the interurban 
train. On the return trip, a stop 
was made at the local Borden 
milk plant were each visitor re­ 
ceived a gift box of candy car- 
mels from the company man­ 
agement. 
At this point, the Telegraph 
reporter, with perhaps a bit of 
tongue-in-cheek, wrote the fol­ 
lowing description of the mem­ 
bers of the Illinois Senate “at 
Play.” 
“Like frisky lambs they were 
every place in Hazelwood at the 
same time. Hatless and coat- 
less they ran foot races, jumped 
rope and played hide and seek 
among the stately trees. The 
forest birds perched upon the 
topmost limbs of the trees 
looked down upon these states­ 
men with surprise and wonder­ 
ment. On every hand could be 
heard exclamations of joy and 
delight as the beautiful scenery 
showed up before the solons. ” 
The second and last evening 
at Hazelwood was spent con­ 
gratulating Senator Hughes 


for being an excellent host of 
the special session of the State 
Senate. The local newspaper 
reported, “The cool air and 
warm blankets in the sleeping 
tents were enjoyed by the Sena­ 
tors and all awoke refreshed 
and ready for the pleasures of 
the day.” 
Taken again by interurban 
streetcar through the commu­ 
nity to the Dementtown rail­ 
road depot, the Senate mem­ 
bers were greeted by a rather 
large crowd of local people. 
Since their departure train was 
over 20 minutes late and the as­ 
sembled Senators were the type 
political animals they were, 
this time was spent by some ad­ 
dressing the gathered crowd 
and by others shaking every 
hand in sight. 
When the train finally ar­ 
rived another 20 minutes or so 
was taken up with all the good­ 
byes and farewells that had to 
be expressed and with the 
cheers of Dixonites ringin in 
their ears, the solons left the 
community for Chicago. 
In summation, the Telegraph 
commented, “TTiis closed the 
two days’ outing of the distin­ 
guished members of the Illinois 
State Senate. 
“May this not be the last time 
Dixon is to be honored by the 
distinguished men, as her gates 
are open to them any time. 
“Good by Senators. Come 
again.”

It h ad been th ough t pre­ 
viously th at th e “barefoot doc­ 
tors” were th e lowest level of 
th e state medical program, but 
it goes farth er down th an th at, 
to th e “h ealth worker,” a part- 
time job.

stren gth is in kn owin g well ev­ 
ery on e h e deals with . 
Th e h ealth worker kn ows all 
th at h appen s to h is sma LI group 
an d can report to th e barefoot - 
doctor level if a disease ap­ 
pears wh ich h e can n ot h an dle.

WASHINGTON (AP) - First 
sh ipmen ts of U.S. surplus grain 
soon will begin movin g in to a 
n ew farm-export pipelin e to th e 
Soviet Un ion , a lin k govern ­ 
men t officials say could h erald 
a n ew production era for Amer­ 
ican farmers. 
Th e grain sale to th e Soviets, 
an n oun ced last July 8, in volves 
$750 million worth of wh eat an d 
livestock feed grain over th e 
n ext th ree y ears. It will be fi­ 
n an ced un der credit arran ge­ 
men ts h an dled by th e Com­ 
modity Credit Corp. in th e De­ 
partmen t of Agriculture. 
If sustain ed, an d furth er ex­ 
port doors such as Ch in a are 
open ed, dramatic sh ifts in U.S. 
govern men t crop-con trol pro­ 
grams may be in th e offin g, 
ch an ges wh ich could en able 
farmers to raise more crops for 
cash markets an d less for tax­ 
pay er-own ed storage bin s. 
On e of th e more immediate 
impacts, h owever, will be on 
employ men t, primarily at port 
facilities wh ere grain is loaded 
on to sh ips, in y ards wh ere 
sh ips are fitted for such car­ 
goes an d in th e tran sportation 
in dustry gen erally . 


Nixon admin istration officials 
estimate between 3,000 an d 5,- 
000 addition al jobs are created 
each time grain exports are in ­ 
creased $100 million .
